TROQPS LEAVING FOR

CITY ENDANGERED. 


(Our Own Correspondent.) 


Swatow, May 8. 

Swatow has responded quick- 
ly to the revolt) by Canton 
against the oNanking regime, 
the garrison troops (the 62nd, 
Division. under General, Hiang) 
having decided to ‘throw in its 
lot with the Reorganisationists. 
Proclamations have been issued 

e¢ deqouncing Marshal Chiang 


The troops, however, evidently 
feel that they may not be able to 
hold Swatow nnd have therefore 
determined to evacuate within from 
three to five days. Delnils from 
outlying towna have also been or- 
dered to leave, and, so far as can 

seen, the evacuation is taking 
place alee two routes to the East 
River, Bath routes converge on 
Canton. 

Troops around Switew have been 
Pouring inte Kit Vang. whilst num- 
bers of steam lounehes towing janks 
have taken men up river frony Swa- 
tow, The roads and waterways lead. 
ings ‘to Kit Yang are also crowded 
with troops from other places, 

Press gangs have been out in 
Swatow and in Kit Yang rounding: 
up coolies as burden-bearers, ordin- 
ary traffic having been largely sus-

THE RAILWAY. 


It is gratifying to see from the 
annual report of the Kewloon- 
Canton Railway that, despite creat- 
ly inercased operating costs. thia 
‘Government undertaking is able to 
report a substantial profit for the 
past year.” Gross receipts at $973,- 
128 are higher thant ever before in 
the history of the railway, and the 
profit would also have constituted 
a record but for.the dollar slump 
which has necessitated a revision 
of salaries, thus materially adding 
to the outgoings. A total of $R40,- 
022 was swallowed up in operation 
charges, compared with $751,977 in 
1929; nevertheless, the excesd of 
revenue over expenditure was 
$133,106, or only $5,661 less than 
the previous twelve months. ‘These 
figures must be regarded as very 
satisfactory when wé recal) that 
prior to 1928 the railway showed @ 
loss ‘every year, the adverse bal- 
unee in 1926 being over a lakh of 
dollars, There is, of course, an- 
other side to the picture, namely. 
the steady inerease in capital ex- 
Last year, over $72,000 
was added to capital account, 
bringing the total to more ‘than 
$20,300,000. Even with a month- 
ly profit of more than $10,000, 
which lust) year's ‘figures. disclose, 
it will be seen that'the return on 
capita] outlay is (very small. 
However, the outstanding point is 
that the railway is now definitely 
revenue-producing, and. as time 
yocs on wwe jhay hope for even bet 
{er results atill, éspecially if cur, 
rency reform causes a reduction in 
the cost of imported stores and 
materials. Happily, local pass- 
enger traffic, Inst year showed a 
decided upward trend, there being 
an improvement over the previous 
twelve months of nearly nine per 
cent. in numbers and thirteen per 
vent. in reecipts.

And by crentive | mean productive 
ar proprietary advertising as dis- 
tinguished from retuil, shop and 
mail order advertising which are 
merely distributive. :

— In 
citios where the light control of 
trae is in operation, it is com- 
peratively simple to arrange for a 
time for pedestrians, but where 
is cantrolled by police 
whose siznals cannot differentiate 
between vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic, itis very dificult, without 
employing large number f extra 
police, to arrange facilities for 
pedestrian traffic, 

The motortat: should remember 
this, and by his consideration 
and thoughtfulness facilitate 
pedestrian traflie in 
Journey through the streets. fn 
the country it should be remem. 
bered that pedestrians are not go 
accustomed to motor traffic as the 
inhabitants of cities and towns, 
and that, accordingly, even sereator 
care is necessary. 

Pedal Cyclists, Responsible 

for Hue Total, 

Pedal cyclists were responsible 
for 642 accidents, It is rather 
strange to find that 
whelming majority of — these 
necidents was due to collision 
between horse-drawn vehicles or 
other cyclists, numbering, in fact, 
‘76 of the total: : 

A vonaideration of these figures 
will indicate to this class of road 
user, the dangers to avoid. In 
particular, a cyclist shoyld, when 
riding at night, see ‘that his 
machine carries un effective lamp, 
and, in’addition, a rear red re- 
fluctor, Owing to the lack of a 
rear reflectoy, cyclists at night are 
often in great danger from motor 
tramMe. i 

This class of road user was 
responsible for 1,440 accidents, 
and the analysis of these accidents 
clearly indicntes the dangers to 
avoid, More than 66 per cent. of 
the .uccidents’ . resulted. from oa 
dangerous usage of the reads, 

One will receive a rendy 
nequigseence from: everyone in 
recognizing the dangers involved 
under the above headings, yet, 
despite this, one may sce every 
day many persons who run these 
risks unthinkingly, 

In the table of | pedestrian 
accidents, we find that children 
under twelve years figure in $96 
accidents, resulting in 34 deaths. 
In Dublin .,262 children were 
involved. It is very desirable that 
some form of “safety first” 
instruction should be given in the
